The water, committee reported as fol- 
lows: 

Your coiuiiiittee litiviii^' c;irc;fully con- 
sidered the present system uf watur rates 
and charges, have the honor to reconimeiid 
that the price of water supplied by motor 
be reduced to fifty cents per thousand gal- 
loaa; alao, that no water be supplied to 
elevators, hotels, livery stables, breweries, 
wharves, premises where steam or hy- 
draulic power is used, wash-houses, group 
of cabins and all places where water ia 
consumed in .large quantities, unless it be 
measured by meter and paid for at meter 
rates. . 

"That a meter ront of fifty cents 
for -half-inch, soventy-live cunts for 
three-quarter inch, and one dollar for 
inch meters :be vhargud inontlily 
for all meters supplied by the city, ttiu 
same to be collected with .the water rates, 
larger meters' to be charged for propor- 
tionately. 

As the irrigating season has commenced 
your committee would advise that irriga- 
tion be permitted during the night, be- 
tween 6 p.m. and 7 a.m. the following 
morning, without any additional charge 
being made, but consiiiuora desirous of 
irrigating during the day, may do so by 
making application and paying an irriga- 
tion rata of 26 cents per dium for the 
period during which tliey desire tu irri- 
gate; any person irrigating during the day 
without making suoh appIt<ation, to bo at 
once supplied with a meter and charged 
meter rates. 

As the meters at present in use are in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, your com- 
mittee would reconiinonii that tho.y bo 
replaced by new meters, and that the pro- 
aeiit meters on hand bo repaired and 
placed in good order and condition betore 
being re-issued to tlio public. * 

Aid. Styles moved, seconded by Aid. 
Powell, that the report bo adopted. 

Aid. Braden hoped that the report 
would not conflict with any of tho by- 
laws. 

Aid. Coughlnn said the recommendation 
set down in the report* would not inter- 
fere with the by-laws. 

Aid. Vigelius thought that the move 
was one in the right direction, but in 
viow of the new main being laid lio did 
not think it advisable to go to tho e.i- 
penso of buying iiieturs. 

Aid. Ponwill said as far as the meters 
are concerned they would cost very little. 

The mayor said the adoption of the re- 
port would iiecuH.silato tliu amoiuliiig 
of section V2 of tlio Consolidated by-l.iw 
118. He advised that the report bu laid 
over for one week. 

Tho report was adopted. 

Tho sanitary connnibtee reported, ro- 
coinmeiiditig that the. vault on Mr. Gor- 
dan'.s property bo allowed to remain, as 
it cannot bo classed as a nuisance at the 
proHotit time. 

Aid. Braden — You see, your worship, 
that my numc is not nttiicliod to that 
report. I do consider the cess-pool a 
nuisance. If it isn't, it will bo when tliuy 
begin to let .water run into it. The report 
is a ridiculous one, and tliu people living 
in tho vicinity will .soon lind th.it what I 
say is correct.

The matter was referred to the watoi- 
committoo.

Tho mayor said that liu wished In know' 
who liad been iipiiointed to assist i\lr. Bales 
to audit tho corporation books. Ho 
had boon applied to for tho books, but 
would not give them up until the matter 
had boon settled. The board knew, his 
feelings in the matter. Ho did not think 
it necessary that a general audit should i 
be had.

English representations against it. If 
the deputation preferred to have no copy- 
right legiHlation rather than to submit to 
such a iiu-astiro, then the proposal would 
lie considered. The disputation, however, 
iliil not m.'iki' this dcinanil. 

Tliu deputation which Widted upon .Sir 
.Michael Hicks-Bcacli in tins interest uf 
ilie Knglisli co))yright included ro])ieson- 
tal ivc!s of the London chamber of coni- 
nieice, the stationers coiiii)any, tho pajier 
niakci's as-jdciatioii, tlu! .society of coni- 
p(j.sitors and the printing and publishing 
trades generally. Mr. J'leach's reply to 
the protest of the deputation against cer- 
tain portions of the American copyright 
bill was that Americans would nut be 
likely to pay any attention to the protests 
against part of the bill while the re- 
uiaiiider was tacitly accepted, was well 
leceivotl iiiid recardod aa soundly coii- 
<eived. A further presentation <jf the 
case liy Colonel Routledge elicited the 
proiiii.se from Mr. J3each that if the depu- 
tation were prepared to protest against 
the whole bill aflecting the making of 
books and abandon the idea of an Ameri- 
can copyright rather than submit to the 
turiiis of the present proposals, the gov- 
orninuiit would consider the matter in 
that light.

.1 niincalt and Serious Qacttlen. 

The question of admission of Chiiffi- 
uieii into Australia ia daily becoming more 
piiz/ling and annoying to the home gov- 
ernment. 'J'ho Australians have refused 
to admit even Chinese who have been 
nutui'ulis'.ed as British subjects at Hong- 
kong and threaten to pass a law prohibit- 
ing any person of JiChinese birth from 
landing at any port in the country, 
whether Lord Stdisbury likes it or not. 
On the other hand the Chinese ambassador 
is vigorously protesting against the £10 
per capitii tax which is being imposed 
upon Chinamen already in the country, 
and Lord Salisbury 'cau, under the circum- 
stances, hardly avoid taking some definite 
action in the matter, with the inevitable 
result of precipitating a rupture with 
China, or an Australian revolt against 
home government. The bill providing for 
the exclusion of Chinese of every condi- 
tion in life is virtually an accoinplished 
fact, since it has already been formulated 
and in the present temper of the Aus- 
tralian parliament its introduction is equi- 
valent to passage. Latest advices from 
.\ustralia include emphatic assurances 
that tho country, including the colonial 
government, will rebel before it will sub- 
init to imperial orders to admit Chinamen, 
and nob(jd3' here doulits their correctness.

Balfoui', speaking at Battersea this 
evening, informed his hearers that he had 
laid before the commons a return showing 
that during every year of Gladstone's 
iulministratioii cases of increase of sen- 
tence on iippeal had occurred, and also 
that commutation of soiitencos, not carry- 
ing with them the right of appeal, had 
been imposed.

MISSIOiNARIES AND THE IS- 
DIANS. 



No one who has tho interest uf tho 
Indian population of this Province at 
lieart can fail to deprecate the unwise, 
not to say incendiary, uttorancos of sev- 
eral of the speakers at the recent MetlKxl- 
ist Conference hold at Westminster. Tho 
resolution of Rev. Mr. Starr, whose ac- 
quaintance with tho subject would seem 
to have been very limited, reoites a series 
of assertions which have;no foundation in 
fftoti and which are calfculated to seriously 
injure the successful nianagonient of 
Indian aflFairs in British Coluuibia by both 

• the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 

■ meuts. It is much to be regretted that 
.<iuch fire-brand speeches as those of Rev. 
Messrs. (Ireon and Crosby should go to 
the public, to whom they give a false idea 
of tlie condition of things in this Province, 
while to the Indians, with whom these 
.self-constituted oracles, hay^iSOme- .inftu- 
enco, thoy are as a match .to fcinder. / The 
imputation CMt 'u^on ' 'the ''Gfoiyeniment 
officials of favoring ■oiihOT denbiiiihitions 
at the expense of the Methodist body 
is only a fiction of most fertile brains. 
They have on all occasions been trc;ited 

'^with that courtesy which their clerical 
position demanded, but when thoy at- 
tempted to mislead tho Indians as to their 
title to land they eertiiinly placed them- 
.selves in a position which, as peace-mak- 
ers, was not consistent with their profes- 
sions. It is a very remarkahle-khingthat 
the Methodist missionaries ' ire' the 'only

On the west coast 
of this Island where before Confederation 
scarcely a shipwreck occurred that either 
inurderorrobbery was not conimitted, since 
the Union not a single case has been in- 
stanced. The Indians are fast being led 
out of tlieir darkness and the 
Roman Catholic missionaries are 
meeting with splendid success, and 
why? Because they, dejjjte their 

attention to the cure . of souls, not 
to the makittgf of money. ' Nobody will say.

'nor can the saniie be consistently said of 
the Church of England, nor as a matter

it was jfowjd necessary to substitute 
natives, who - could speak Englishi and 

■ tho plan adopt'ed'^has worked a'drfiirably, 
This action liaa l)een construed by the 
missionaries intd a slight, and doubtless 
has proved one uf the forces in lheirol)pi>- 
;;i;ion to tlio autlioritioB. It is also well 
known that tliey are opposed to the for- 
iimtion of municipal councils niuler tilt- 
Indian Act. Heretofore tho native coun- 
cil, presided over by a missionary, has 
been all-powerful, and oi-i course the 
IndianB were , as, clay ia^, '^u 
Under such ciyoumstances • so • strongly; 

■ powerful an antagonistic force could nob 
' well be overcome. As soon as 
' legally organized councilH are, however, 

established it is believed there will 
be a new and better order of 
things. ThcHO councils consist of Indians, 
duly elected, presided over by a 
chief, with the Indian agent as an asso- 
ciate, the duty uf the latter simply being 
to exjilaiii tho act and aid tlio council in 
any way in liia power. How well this 
system has worked in Oowichan under 
Mr. Lomas .wo all' know. Mr. Charles 
Todd, an excellent officer, has succeeded 
in histitutiiig one at Kinoolith, and wo 
have reason to believe he is 
-thoroughly satisfied with its work- 



ings. Others will he formed as 
■oon as possible. These councils will, 
it is true, militate against the pre- 
vious supremacy of the missionaries, 
but they will be the means of enlighten- 
ing the Indians in material matters and 
in leading them to sec that the govern- 
ment are thmr frienda, willinij and 
anxious to do tiieir whole duty by them 
in the future as thoy have endeavored to 
do in the past. Tho missionaries do not 
like tho idea — lienco, in a largo measure, 
this ferment. To sho)V the utter absur- 
dity of some of the remarks made b^. the 
speakers at the Westminster Conference 
I we single out one. Rev. W. H. Pierce 
stated that he applied to the Indian de- 
partment for medicine for his mission of 
eloTon. hundred, and was refused, 
while abundance was supplied to a 
small number of families of the Churcli 
of England mission. Now what are the 
facts ? Mr. Pierce is not a wiiito man, 
his education is very defective, to put it 
mildly, and ho has absolutely no knowl- 
edge of modicino or drugs. He sent down 
to the Indian, department for these, pois- 
onous and othdrwise, to'be distributed by 
him to the people. We cannot yery well 
imagine an official of Dr. Powell's 
experience and intelligence placing a 
sharji-edged sword in the hands of 
a child ; lie liad better judgment 
than to coi;:;>ly with Mr. Pierce's re- 
quest. By I'oiiig so he would have made 
himself a partner to any damage which 
might have resulted from Mr. Pierce's 
ignorance. In construing Dr. Powell's 
conduct, which really was a great kind- 
ness to Mr. Pierce, into sectional spite on 
his part our readers have an instance of 
the slim foundations upon which tho mis 
sionaries base their charges against the 
oHicials of the Indian dopiirtment. This 
is » type of nil. The fnct 
that tlie constant instilling into 
tlio minds of llie Indians the 
notion that they have a title to the whole 
of the land is tho cause uf all tho troubl 
that has occurred. When we tell our 
readers that tho reserves for the Tsimp 
scan tribe embrace 73,000 and odd acres, 
that every fishery, withoub exception, on 
tho Naas, on Work's canal, and on the 
Skoena river, as far as the tidal waters, is 
a reserve, that the reserves all over the 
province are on a comparatively equal 
scale of iminiticoiice, that almost every 
concession asked for by the Indians has 
been granted, the really serious character 
of the blood and thunder speeches at 
Westminster will readily be seen. In 
adversely ciitioi/iiig tlie report of Messrs 
Cnrnwall ;ind Planta tho sjieakei-s only 
carried out their ajipareiit intention of 
belittjling everything done to advance the 
future of the Indians and to set iit rest 
their contentions in an amicable tnauner 
forever. Those commissioners passed over 
theniissionariosasinterpi-etersand got into 
toucli with the people themselves, and w 
defyanyone to say that thoy have not carried 
out their work in an honest, unprejudiced, 
straightforward manner. Mr. Starr takes 
his cue from Messrs. Crosby and (ireen 
who do not care to look throng I 
the spectacles of Messrs. Cornwall and 
Planta, two unprejudiced gentlemen, wli< 
have no hiterest in the matter beyond 
conscientiously performing their duty

and in tailing to take any notice of the 
Conference they followed the same courso 
adopted in this Province, bearing out the 
truth of our statement that Prince Ed- 
ward Island and British Columbia have 
not recognized the self-constituted 
cnnfenmce', if our oontiMnporary will l.'e 
honest with himself ho will readily see 
tho mistuko he liaa fallen into and ac- 
knowledge his error in a manly way.

Arrival of tlie Abyssinia at San Franelsco-A 
Pool to be Formed. 

On the arrival of tho steamer Abyssinia 
of the Caiiailiaii Pacific line, after a voyage 
of ;U days from Hongkong cin Victoria, 
the i|uarantiiia oiticer allowed the steamer 
to dock innuediatoly. Almost as soon as 
the .steamer was docked cabin ])a8soiigers 
rales to Yokohama were cut by the Cana- 
dian company. In the past the old lines 
have charged 8200 for passage either to 
Hongkong or Yokohama. I'lio now rate 
is $100 to Yokohama. There is .some talk 
of a pool being formed and the China 
trade divided. T^he old companies do not 
inlund to. make any arrangement of the 
kind unluHs they are compuUed to do so in 
self defense. As long as their steamers go 
out full they will not become a party to 
any agreoinenl. On the other band the 
(.Janadian [leuiile are talking of tho I'acitic 
Mail and Occidental and Oriental divid- 
ing. A [iliin is on foot to have the Cana- 
dian steamships come here first on their 
homeward voyage, enabling passengers to 
bo landed in Ban Francisco in leas time 
than can bo made by stenmera of the old 
fleet. Freight for San Francisco would 
.iIho bo dr(i|)ped before tho steamers went 
to Vancouver, and on the outward voyage 
the vessels would take flour and other 
merchandise accumulated at Vuuoouver 
for the Orioutal trade. In pursuance of 
this plan the company hits chartered the 
steamship Zambesi and site is now on the 
way direct from Hongkong to Yokoljama 
and thence to San Francisco, returning 
to Jaiiaii and China by way of Vancouver.

MINING NEWS. 



Tlie BunauzM Mine, Oayoosh Creek, KxamiuGa 
and Frbnonnccd s True Lode 
and Rich Ore. 

Mv. K. D. Atkins, accompanied by Mr. 
Ureswick, a mining engineer from London, 
and Mr. .1. McB. Smith, have returned 
from a visit to the Bonanza' gold ipiartz 
mine at Cayoosh Creek, Lillooot. Mr. 
Atkins is a gentleman of large experience 
ill inhies, having been extensively engaged 
in mining pursuits for twenty-five years 
in different parts of the world — Australia, 
New Zealand, Montana, and for the last 
si.ttceu years in the gold and diamond 
liclds of .South Africa, whore he has had 
large interosts, which ho managed most 
successfully. Having loft tho African 
mines some two years ago, ho has since 
been travelling in different parts in the 
full enjoyment of his ample moans. He 
disclaims the title of "export," |)roforring 
tho vast experience he has hail in actual 
working and developing to be the best 
guide in forming an opinion of mining 
locations which he may visit in his travels 
with a view to investment. He is most 
favorably impressed with what he has 
seen of British Colunibia and ventures 
the assertion that mining is yet comiiara- 
tively in its inf.mcy in this country, not 
only in ipiartz, but in the vast alluvial 
gravel beds which exist alinig portions of 
tllo Fraser fliver. Those numermis gravel 
beds and high benches have as yet only 
been tickled liy the primitive Imnd-rockur 
and grourd sluice, as tlioy show no evi- 
dence of the modern appliances for re- 
moving large ([uaiitities of such de|)osits, 
now so succcsatully worked in other coiui- 
trics.

couraging proHiiects. Ill every iiislaiice, 
by testing with mortar and pan, the result 
showed coiiclusivo ovidenco so far as de- 
velopments to the depth of nearly lifty 
fuot, that tho company Inve a paying lode. 
The lode at that depth is well defined, the 
hanging >vall being slate, and the foot 
wall diorite. .\Ithough tho mine is only 
08 miles from the railway depot at Ash- 
croft, a Urst-class wagon road traverse (iO 
miles to tho entiancu toSoatoii Lake, yet 
the remaining eight miles is a great draw- 
back tu the development, as nothing but
